The regular Arbor Day celebrations of 
most of the states occur at various times 
during the late winter and early spring 
months. But fall is a more advantageous 
time for tree-planting than the average per­ 
son realizes. 
This year a good deal of attention will l.c 
drawn to fall tree-planting and to general re­ 
forestation needs by the American Tree as­ 
sociation. On October 27, Theodore Roose­ 
velt^ birthday, thousands of trees ait* to bo 
planted in his honor under the auspices ot 
that organization. From then on it will con­ 
duct ti x> planting campaigns to last through 
Education Week. November 17. Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace has named the lirst tun 
days of Education Week as the dates for a 
national conference on the best utilization of 
fore,st products. Through such organizations 
as women’s clubs, the American Legion, Boy 
and Girl Scout troops and the American Tree 
association, free pamphlets and suggestions 
for tree-planting arc to be distributed. Amer­ 
ican Legion posta arc interesting themeselves 
particularly in municipal forest programs. 
All of this activity is whGleesome. Forest 
products are important in almost every in­ 
dustry. According to Charles Lathrop Tack, 
president of the American 'rice association. 
the center of the lumber industry is already 
nearing the Pacific coast. At the same tim** 
there are 81,000,000 acres of idle land in the 
United States fit only for growing trees. It 
is high time to take seriously the need of 
utilizing such tinder wisely and of active 
trece-planting and forest conservation for 
the future.

A change has been effected. A watchful 
mounted patrolman emphasized that cave­ 
man tactics in obtaining patrons were taboo. 
Also, it was rumored that “spotters” from 
the companies were present to report Ixnster- 
ous drivers. The result was an immediate 
improvement in conditions. “ laxi, madam? * 
or “Fab, sir?” became the ride, spoken in 
tones easily heard but not distressing to the 
em*. The use of better manners proved bene­ 
ficial to everybody concerned. The cabs did 
just as much business as ever. According to 
some observers they did more business than 
usual, and a general air of good will per­ 
vaded the plaza. 
It is an old story in a slightly varied ver­ 
sion. Honesty is the best policy, and polite­ 
ness pays dividends. Other cities desiring to 
make a better impression on newcomers 
should look into the treatment accorded vis­ 
itors passing through the railroad stations.

Autumn Free Days 
The regular Arbor Day celebrations of 
most of tho states occur at various times 
during the late winter and early spring 
months. 
But fall is a more advantageous 
time for tree-planting than the average poi­ 
son realizes. 
This year a good deal of attention will I c 
drawn to fall tree-planting and to general re­ 
forestation needs by the American Tree as­ 
sociation. On October 27, Theodore Roose­ 
velt’s birthday, thousands of trees are to Lu* 
planted in his honor under the auspices ol 
that organization. From then on it will con­ 
duct ti jc planting campaigns to last through 
Education Week, November 17. Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace has named the first two 
days of Education Week as the dates for a 
national conference on the best utilization of 
forest products. Through such organizations 
as women’s clubs, the American Legion, Boy 
and Girl Scout troops and the American Tree 
association, free pamphlets and suggestions 
for tree-planting are to be distributed. Amer­ 
ican Legion posts are interesting themeaelves 
particularly in municipal forest programs. 
All of this activity is wholesome. Forest 
products are important in almost every in­ 
dustry. According to Charles Lathrop Cack, 
president of the American Tree association, 
the center of the lumber industry is already 
nearing the Pacific coast. At the same time 
there are 81,000,000 acres of idle land in the 
United States fit only for growing trees. It 
is high time to take seriously tho need of 
utilizing such timber wisely and of active 
treee-planting and forest conservation for 
the future. 


Polite Taxi Drivers 
Any traveler is familiar with the annoy­ 
ance caused in some towns by tho taxicab 
men who push their claims too noisily, 
shouting st) loudly that the prospective faro 
shrinks from them in dismay. 
Fortunately 
the traveler is also familiar with the other 
sort of taxicab driver in other towns who 
finds it possible to attract attention to Ins 
service without any undue yelling, lackering 
or crowding. 
Kansas City, formerly cursed with the 
former variety of cabmen, decided it was 
time for a change. Citizens complained that 
the action of taxi driver* at the union station 
plaza gave the city the appearance and at­ 
mosphere of a "huh” town. 
War among 
drivers for rival companies was becoming a 
nuisance to everybialy passing that way. 
A change has been effected. A watchful 
mounted patrolman emphasized that cave­ 
man tactics in obtaining patrons were taboo. 
Also, it was rumored that “spotters” from 
the companies were present to report boister­ 
ous drivers. 
The result was an immediate 
improvement in conditions, "laxi, madam?" 
or “Cab, sir?" became the rule, spoken in 
tones t*amly heard but not distressing to the 
ear. The use of better milliners proved bene­ 
ficial to everylswly concerned. The caba did 
just as much business aa ever. According to 
some observers they did more business than 
usual, ami a general air of go«*l will per­ 
vaded the plaza. 
It is an old story in a slightly varied ver­ 
sion. 
Honesty is the best policy, anil polite­ 
ness pays dividends. Other cities desiring to 
make ii bi tter impression on newcomers 
.should look into the treatment accorded vis­ 
itors passing through the railroad stations.

They whisper that she ie 
im m ortal; that her sunny ways, her 
light heart, her love, th at has been 
transferred from children to every­ 
body around her, make her indespeus- 
able at the home. They say she will 
be there as lung aa th* brick walls 
stand.
